Chapman made a 'few remarks and was 
followed by John M. Cook, who deliv- 
ered an eloquent address of welcome, 
at the conclusion of which Hon. Web- 
ster Davos was introduced as tine orator 
of the day. 
During his address there were scenes 


seldom enacted in any community. The 
vast audience was swayed hitiier and 
thither. Strong men were vreepi'og 
one moment, shouting and cheering the 
nest. His glowing tribute to SteuOjen- 
Tille's distinguished son, Edwin M. 
Stsn'ton, the great secretary of war, 
was received with cheers, and when h.e 
spolcec-f President-McKMey as another 
distinguished son of Jefferson county 
the cheering was so great that he could 
cot proceed for some ti-me.

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CHANGE OF MONT 


The Pittsburg Operators Seem 


to Have Hedged. 


BAD CHARACTERS^. 


DISAGEEEMElfT IN THEIR BANKS. 


Later Developments Show That All of 


the Mine Owners Are Not So Rampant 
Tor Starting Their Works Without «n 
Agreement With the Strikers—Presi- 
dent Uulan Arrested. 
-pitts'txurg, AUS. 26.*—Coal c-pcrat-ors 


of the Pittsburg district have made a 
decided change of iront. Internal dis- 
sensions mixed with fear on the part 
of some caused a split' m their forces 
and a change of base. 


On its face the move looked to many 


like a temporary surrender to the 
United Mine Workers of America. 
This, however, is denied in most em- 
phatic terms by tho most prominent 
lake shippers, who say they are going 
to start their mines and supply the de- 
mand from the northwest and not 
stand idly by and let a largo volume of 
business go to operators of other 
states'. 


They publicly state that they are 


•willing to wait for a week or 10 days 
before a decided move is made. They 
' claim that this will give them ample 
time to get the lake trade. 


Some of the operators in the meeting 


were frank enough, to state that tho 
situation at the present time in all 
branches' of labor is critical and that 
they 'have no desire to make any move 
that would cast odium on the operators 


• of the Pittsburg district. 


It was under these conditions the op- 


erators went into session. There were 
many who 'had not signd the agree- 
ment to share their portion toward 
the expense that might accrue in the 
effort to start the mines' and they were 
tihe loudest in the appeals to hold aloof 
to await devleopments. It was pro- 
posed that notices printed in various 
languages embracing briefly (the posi- 
tion of the operators aud also a final 
notice to the miners 'bhat the mines 
were ready to be operated as soon as 
the men expres&'ed a desire to go to 
•work. 


This proposal was barely entertained 


and voted down, Showing that many 
of the operators had receded from t'he 
stand they 'had taken. 
A motion to 


•discharge all committees and adjourn 
b'Lne die was made and prevailed. 


In the afternoon another meeting of 


the most prominent and largest lake 
shippers was held. The session was 
sihoi't and as a result the following was 
issued by their press committee: 


"The organization composed of all 


t'he coal operators which lias been in 
session at the Monongahela House ad- 
journed sine die. This action puts a£- 
fairs into the hands of a committee 
appointed under an agreement which 
was entered into at Cleveland and 
which has 'been ratified and strength- 
ened by t'he signatures of n. large ma- 
jority of the railroad coal producers o£ 
this district. This committee is vest- 
ed with discretionary power to act." 


All efforts to find out who composed 


tliis special committee were futile. 
The press committee, after repeated 
entreaties refused to divulge the names 
of the committee men. 


J. B. Zerbe, who presided 
fit the 


meeting, was emphatic in asserting 
that the operators who hacr-originally 
gone into the compact at Cleveland to 
break the strike had not changed ttielr 
intentions. 


In consequence of the 
adjournment 


of the meeting and the circulation of a 
report that the operators had surren- 
dered to the nainers' organization, 
there was a feeling that the price of 
coal would make a material advance.
